BLOODSHED. 


Fifteen to Twenty Strikers Killed and 


Many Wounded Near Hazleton, Pa. 


—MllltlaSentto the Scene. 


Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 11.—The strike 


situation reached a terrible crisis on the 
outskirts of Latiinor yesterday afternoon, 
when a band o£ deputy sheriffs fired Into 
an Infuriated mob of miners, all foreign- 
ers 
About 40 men were shot down, a 


dozen or more being instantly killed. 


Invading Latimer Mines. 


The strikers left Hazleton at 3:30 


o'clock in the afternoon, announcing 
their intention to go to Latlmer. As soon 
as this became known a band of deputies 
was loaded on a trolley car and went 
whirling across the mountain to the scene 
where the bloody conflict followed. After 
reaching Latimer they left the oar and 
formed into three companies under Thom- 
as Hall, E. A, Hess and Samuel B. Price. 
They drew up in line at the edge of the 
village, with a fence and a line of houses 
in their rear. 


Sheriff Martin was In entire command 


and stood In the front of the line until 
the strikers approached. They were seen 
oomine across the bridge and Martin 
went out to meet them. 


The men drew up sullenly and listened 


in silence until he bad once more read the 
riot act. This finished, a low muttering 
arose among the foreigners and there was 
a light movement forward. Perceiving 
this, the sheriff stepped toward them and 
in a determined tone forbade advance.

SAILBOAT WHIRLIGIG. 


tt the sails, the whirlgig shown m the 
illustration furnishes just this same 
attractive appearance as it revolves, 
the boats follow lag one another in 
their circuit, the sails jibing-gracefully 
from port to starboard in exact regu- 
larity. 


The four .sailboats form parts of a 


windmill. They need not be very elab- 
orately made; thej should be cut out 
from four pieces of exactly the same 
dimensions. Make the masts and bow-

the Cooperative- System. 


The most successful 
colonists in 


Paraguay, Says the British consul a1 
Asuncion, are the Italians, Germans and 
Swiss. The Englishman, as a rule, is 
the -worst. He does not work so hard 
as the other foreigners. 
He cannot 


adapt himself to his surroundings with 
the same facility as an Italian or Ger- 
man, and he lacks then- patience. In 
a very short time he becomes dissatis- 
fied with his position and prospects 
'and then either takes to drinking ana 
loafing or, having- wisely come to thf 
conclusion that he can after all do bet 
ter in a British colony, l-eaves the coun- 
try. 


The founders of the Cosine col- 


ony form a notable exception to this 
'rule. These men are nearly all of them 
'Australians and teetotalers without ex- 
teption. They were formerly members 
of the now defunct "New Australia" 
colony, but owing- to differences they 
'withdrew from their old associates and 
set to work to found a new colony and 
to establish a new home for themselves 
For over two years they have labored 
with praiseworthy energy arid extraor- 
dinary perseverance, and their ellorts 
so far have been crowned with success 
The colony is now entirely self-sup- 
porting.

1 baird- 
ly think it would be safe to infer from 
this that the rattlesnake is twice as 
venomous to man as the copperhead, 
but it certainly bears out my conten- 
tion that thecopperheadbite is no worse 
than the other's. 


"I often wonder 
why 
folks kill 


awakes so vindictively. They ore of 
great benefit to farmers. They kill ami 
cat a good many small animals o/nd in- 
sects that are injurious to the crops, and 
they really harm no one unless they are 
attacked. I have never known either 
a rattlesnake or a copperhead to at- 
tack a man or nn animal except when 
cornered, and I have, never been told of 
such a case by a trustworthy person. 
When driven to bay, however, 
both 


ra'ttiers and copperheads will fight; 
perhaps in such instances the latter are 
tho moire to be feared. This circum- 
stance ami the fact that, unlike the 
rattler, the copperhead cannot give 
warning of his presence, do certainly 
make this snake more to be dreaded; 
and doubtless the -same reasons ac- 
count for the fact, that men pursue and 
Mil copperheads with grealter persist- 
ence than they show in following up 
rattlesnakes. There is comparatively 
little, risk of being- bitten by rattle- 
snakes except where they are, .very 
thick indeed; but it requires BOOKS cau- 
tion to avoid copperheads hi their 
haunts." 
"I myself have never killed a snake, 


except'after it had been in captivity 
some time, nor have I ever been bitten 
by a snuke save when I have beeu hand- 
ling one. The popular belief that a 
rattlesnake will bite itself to death 
rather thaw be captured is true. Cop- 
perheads for some reason Barely or 
never attempt suicide. AJ1 that is said 
about the virtues of rattlesnake oil

Bulldlnpr Made from tJie Timber* of a 


Famonit Battle Ship. 


In St. Nicholas there is an article 


on "The Chesapeake Mill," by William 
Abbatt, accompanied by a picture of 
the interesting old building, probably 
the first one ever printed. Mr. Abbatt 
says: 


If there is a naval fight in our history 


about which every schoolboy ought to 
l.now—to use an expression of. which 
historians are rather fond—it is the sea 
fight between the man of war Chesa- 
peake and the British Shannon, off 
Boston harbor, on the 1st of June, 1613. 
It has been so often toM that I will not 
tell it over again except in the brief- 
est way. The Chesapeake was cap- 
Cured, chiefly or altogether through 
the mutinous conduct of part of het 
crew, \vho refused to work the cannon 
on her lower deck at all. Capt. Law- 
rence and Lieut. Ludlow were killed, 
or, to be exact, the captain died of his 
wounds four day? after the lo«s of his 
ship, and the Shannon took her prize 
in» the harbor of Halifax, where her 
arrival caused the greatest rejoicing-. 


The dying words of Lawrence, as he 


was carried from the deck, ''Don't give 
up the ship!" have been familiar to out 
boys and girls for more than 80 years 
It "is these words that make the com- 
bat most memorable. They are a good 
motto in every trouble of Life. Don't 
give up the ship—don't despair, lose 
heart, surrender, but take couragp. and 
like Gen. Grant, "Fight it out on this- 
line if it takes all summer."
